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Reardon Report Poses 
Big Threat To Freedom 

New rules of conduct tor lawyers and new procedures for 
judges were adopted last week by the House of Delegates of the 
American Bar Association which could have a disastrous effect 
on the right of the "free press" if the state legislatures put them 
Into effect. 

THE American Society of Newspaper Editors Immediately 
charged that the ABA delegates voted before seeing all the evi¬ 
dence. 

According to the new rules, prosecutors and defense lawyers 
are forbidden to tell the press anything about a pending case ex¬ 
cept to Identify the defendant or disclose the reasons for his ar¬ 
rest. Lawyers are also not allowed to reveal any facts concerning 
prior convictions of the defendant, whether he made a confession 
or not, or any of the evidence against him. The ABA rules en¬ 
courage police chiefs to follow suit. 

JUDGES are asked to use their power of contempt to enforce 
the code. These rules would also bar reporters and the public 
from pre-trial hearings. The court is also asked to find re¬ 
porters In contempt If they print articles which the Judge deems 
to be an attempt to Influence the verdict. 

It becomes clear that If the above takes effect, the police 
will be able to cover-up Information which would reveal poor 
handling of criminal cases and that the public will be often de¬ 
nied die truth. 

J. EDWARD Murray, chairman of the Newspaper Editors 
Freedom of Information Committee and editor of the Arizona 
Republic, said that the “issue of fair trial and free press effect 
everyone . .. Both free press and fair trial will suffer as a re¬ 
sult.” Murray proposes that the media do everything possible 
to fight the measure. 

Before the delegates voted, D. Tennant Bryan, spokesman for 
the American Newspaper Publishers Association and publisher 
of the Richmond (Va.) Times-Dispatch, asked the ABA: “Are 
these proposed new safeguards for fairness to the accused In 
criminal trials worth risking the ultimate destruction of the 
free press — on the survival of which all our liberties depend7” 

THEODORE F. Koop, vice president of the Columbia Broad¬ 
casting System and chairman of a Joint media committee on news 
coverage problems, said, "The public needs more rather than 
fewer facts if It is to evaluate realistically the current crime 
wave.” 

A Tennessee delegate to the ABA session, Frank N. Brat¬ 
ton, an attorney from Athens, made his views on the so-called 
Reardon Report public before they were adopted. According to 
the Memphis Commercial Appeal, Bratton said, “I do not be¬ 
lieve that the courts should ever assume censorship over the 
press because whenever the courts are allowed a censorship In 
any form, this will be our first step In the loss of our liberty and 
freedom of the press. .. " 

THERE Is no doubt that the press has exploited some cases, 
but these are isolated. Decisions on what may or may not be 
printed should remain the right and responsibility of the press, 
as granted by the Constitution, and not an association of lawyers. 

The adoption of the Reardon Report Is the first step towards 
building a Berlin Wall separating the public from its right to 
know. It represents the poisonous barbs of a police state. Muf¬ 
fling tthe procedures of public courts echoes the cadence of 
jackboots. 

HUNDREDS of citizens are arrested each week — It can and 
does happen to the average person — simply because they may 
resemble a wanted criminal or because of blundering, inept law 
enforcement. Not all the police brutality charges are unfounded. 

To take away a person’s protection of the free press Is some¬ 
thing that should cause fear.

In preceedlng weeks this 
column has reviewed several 
publications slanted to appeal to 
the collegiate, but this week's 
subject, the Student, Is one of 
the very few national magazines 
printed especially for college 
students. 

STUDENT claims to be a new 
"all-college humor-satire pub¬ 
lication, with the accent on hu¬ 
mor.” However, one wonders. 
The current issue Includes ar¬ 
ticles on such subjects as Viet¬ 
nam, skydiving, and the role of 
military veterans In universi¬ 
ties. 

The youth-minded magazine 
also claims to be for "all stu¬ 
dents, on all campuses, every¬ 
where.” But coeds may be con¬ 
fused by this statement. For ex¬ 
ample, the publication Includes 
a foldout of a topless coed 
clad only In a miniskirt. It 
also has a cartoon-satire sec¬ 
tion patterned after Playboy’s 
"Little Anne Fanny,” except 
with less taste, called "Greta 
Grandview.” 

IN ALL fairness though, Stu¬ 
dent does attempt to be help¬ 
ful. An article In the April 
Issue explains how students can 
claim their rights after being 
arrested for drunkenness. An¬ 
other piece explains how to 
make different drinks with vod¬ 
ka. It also runs an Invest¬ 
ment column, financial that Is. 

But perhaps the highlight of 
the current Issue is an Inter¬ 
view with the controversial 
Catholic reformist Father 
James Kavanaugh, PhD., author 
of "A Modern Priest Looks At 
His Outdated Church.” 

Student, on the whole, Is a 
surprising mature magazine.

THE magazine has promised 
to "remain a flexible, growing 
publication, sensitive to the 
needs and demands of Its col¬ 
legiate readership.”

Student Psychological Problems 
Are Increasing: Valparaiso Paper 


(ACP) — The "student In trouble" — a rare phenomenon 10 
or 15 years ago — Is now common on the college campus, the 
Valparaiso Ond.) University "Torch” commented In an editorial. 

THE INCREASE IN academic pressure In the community 
(from the prevalent attitlde, "you must succeed In college to be 
happy and productive"), together with the growing Impersonality 
of large-scale education, has caused a corresponding Increase 
in the psychological problems of the student. 

Almost every student quickly discovers how many people 
are deeply unhappy about their lives, and the number of such 
people Increases fantastically In four years of college. We 
hazard the guess that 25 per cent of college students have 
psychological difficulties severe enough to Impair their aca¬ 
demic performance and make them fundamentally unhappy. 

FOR EVERY person who reveals his personal problems 
there are probably three or four who worry about them In pri¬ 
vacy, prevented by fear of social stigma from disclosing them. 
Many students know someone who has either attempted suicide 
or seriously contemplated doing so. If so many students have 
reached this point of despair, we may readily conclude that 
great numbers of others are In less desperate, but nevertheless 
serious situations. 

Factors contributing to psychological problems are com¬ 
plex, and no superficial discussion could possibly confront them. 
We would, however, suggest several areas of possible Inquiry: 
poor living environment, parental expectations, inadequate out¬ 
lets for relaxation, crises in ethical values, sexual problems, 
collapse of religious beliefs, and an Inability to find relevance 
and meaning In human life In general and In the academic life 
in particular. 

MANY OF THE problems stem from pressures exerted by 
society at large and as such are not remediable by any particular 
university. But there are things which can and should be done 
to ameliorate the resulting difficulties. Certainly the present 
psychological counseling facilities are totaUy Inadequate. 

There needs to be, too, some comprehensive self-examina¬ 
tion by the entire community of this problem and an end to polly-

(ACP) — The new draft law, which does not defer all graduate 
students, has caused a 40 percent drop In applications to Michi¬ 
gan State University's graduate school, according to Milton E. 
Muelder, Dean of Advanced Graduate Studies, the State News 
reports. 

"STUDENTS have held off applying until they find out how 
graduate students are going to be affected by the draft," he 
added. 

Muelder said If the uncertainty caused by the new law keeps 
applications at their present level, It could have serious con¬ 
sequences on the country. 

"IT COULD affect the training of teachers and professors 
for our universities, the manning of Important Industrial execu¬ 
tive positions and other positions now being manned and staffed 
by graduate students," he said. 

The Council of Graduate Studies (CGS), representing about 
250 universities, has sent a letter to President Johnson predict¬ 
ing the consequences of the law and asking for a more explicit 
ruling on it, Muelder said. 

THE American Chemical Society (ACS) has also come out 
against the law. ACS Pres. Charles G. Overberger, In a letter 
to the National Security Council, said the Society favors a 
policy "that will not only permit, but (also) encourage qualified 
students to obtain advanced education." 

A policy which drafts men after their first year of graduate 
work "Is not In the national Interest and will be damaging both 
to our national defense effort and to our hopes of successfully 
attacking the many urgent and complex Uls which coofrontus ,” 
Overberger said. "The Uls which society faces demand highly 
educated and trained 'practitioners’ just as badly as do Indivi¬ 
dual human Uls."

MSU President Jeers Hecklers 


(ACP)— Campus demon¬ 
strators who disrupt speech¬ 
es and obstruct employment 
Interviews are “wholly Incom¬ 
patible with the basic tenets of 
a great university," University 
of Michigan president Robben 
Fleming told Michigan State 
University graduates at fall 
commencement, the MSU State 
News reported. 

FOR YEARS, Fleming said, 
universities have fought 
against restrictions on 

speakers and on many cam¬ 
puses the fight has been 
won. 

“How are we to explain,” 
he asked, “that while aU kinds 
of speakers may come to the 
campus, some of them will be 
so disrupted that their views 
may not be heard?" 

HE SAID some excuse In¬ 
terruptions on the grounds that 
there has always been heckling 


when the speech topic is of emo¬ 
tional Interest to the audience. 
“This may explain, but lt does 
not Justify,” he said. “For 
those of us who would defend the 
right of free inquiry within 
the university, there cannot be 
a double standard.” 

Some argue, and with merit, 
Fleming said, that employ¬ 
ment Interviews are not an 
integral part of campus life and 
therefore should be conduct¬ 
ed off campus. 

“Obstructive tactics, how¬ 
ever, are not directed at all 
Interviewing but only at select¬ 
ed Interviewing,” he sai- 

"OTHERS, he said, re¬ 
solve the problem by invoking 
a ‘higher morality’ todetermlne 
who should be allowed to Inter¬ 
view. “The trouble with this 
concept Is that lt Is not at all 
clear who Is to be In charge of 
judging the dictates of a high¬ 


er morality,” Fleming said. 

He said the demonstrators 
fail to recognize the nature of 
the recruiting process— that a 
student who signs up for an In¬ 
terview does so as an “exer¬ 
cise of individual judgment.” 

THE right to dissent van¬ 
ishes, he said, when those who 
disagree with a given kind of 
employment can tell others 
that they may not exercise In¬ 
dividual freedom of choice.
